A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Basile et 

al. 

See element 28 in Fig. 5 and the description at col. 4, lines 26-33. The gasket is seen at 
43. Here the spud nut and the adapter are unitary. The pressurized tank with spud and 
flange are seen at 29 and the structure thereabove. No shown nor described 
characteristic of the collet of the instant device defines over Baisle et al as applied here 
in that this collet is "expandable" in response to heat, as is any collet (see the 1 12 first 
rejection below). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Basile et 

al, as applied supra, in view of JP 2002000479. JP teaches sponge packing at 96, in a 

plumbing environment. To employ this well known material in Basile et al would have 

been obvious to the ordinary artisan in order to glean it's well known properties. This 

new ground of rejection is in response to the challenge of the "official notice" taken in 

the previous action. 
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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
There is no description found in the specification for the term "expandable collet" of 
claim 4, line 9. It is not clear what the term "expandable" means as no showing of same 
is made and no description of how the collet expands has been provided. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "expandable collet" 
of claim 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.
